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SCHOOLS. 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT FOR THE SCHOOL BOARD OF TOWN 
DISTRICT, STEWARTSTOWN, FOR YEAR ENDING FEB. 15, 1894. 


The schools of our town for the year 1893 have in our opinion been 
fairly successful. The number of weeks school in most of the districts 
has been nineteen, average ccst for each pupil akcut $525. The sum 
expended for repairs is small and it is needless for me to comment on 
the condition of the school houses, most of them are however better 
adapted for use in summer than winter. There has been no school in 
Dist. No. 14 and only one term in No. 11. The pupilsin the last named 
were conveyed to No.3 at a cost of $1. 25 per week making a consider- 
able saving to the Dist., and giving the pupils the benefit of attending 
one of the more advanced schools. On account of the extensive repairs 
taking place at the County Farm there was ho summer term in No. 10 
The winter term of 10 weeks is now in progress. 


Eggleston’s Histories have been intreduced by the board in the past 
year, By exchange, the expense oi intreduction was small. We cannot 
how-ever say the same of the cost of maintaining free text booksin the 
schools of the town. The district has incurred a debt of $43.00 for the 
purchase of books to which add the amcunt expended by the Special 
Dist. for the total debt incurred in the past year. It would seem that 
this with the amounts previously expended ought to fully supply the 
pupils with necessary books but such is not the case in the Town Dist. 
surely the record of books furnished has in some cases been kept very 
poorly or not at all and for this reason we were obliged to publish a 
notice asking for the return of books. In this way we were enabled to 
supply the demand for nearly all books except spellers. Of course we 
can not expect copy books to last more than one term but it hardly 
seems reasonable that many of the other books should share the same 
fate, and we fear from the condition of the books now in the schools 
that in some cases they have not.received the best of care and we ask 
the cooperation of parents and pupils in the effort which the board will 
make the coming year to relist the books and reduce our annual expen- 
diture for the same. The wages of teachers have been reduced some 
what which was readily agreed to by them when told that the object 
was to give to the pupils about the usual number of weeks of school. 


Home talent has been employed as teachers as far as practicable and 
we hope this may have encouraged the pupils and also been of benefit 
to the teachers. It seems to us that those who are acquainted with 
parents and pupils would be more likely to have an interest in their 
advancement than astranger. 

Of the eleven teachers employed, nine were residents of the town and 
five had never taught previous tothesummerterm. It would be hardly 
reasonable to expect as good results with beginners as from teachers of 
experience, but we are glad to say that the advancement in most cases 
was fairly good and with earnest effort and the support which is due 
them from parents they can hardly fail to become successful teachers. 

It is a matter of regret that in several cases parents have removed 
their children from school apparently on account of some slight dissat- 
isfaction with the teachers manner or supposed methods of teaching. 
Parents should visit schools and observe and question teachers for in- 
formation and instead of asking “how do you like the teacher?” ask 
what have you learned to day? Pupils should not be allowed to dictate 
as to their conduct or the length of their Jessons, but should understand 
that teachers are the best judges of such matters. As arule we believe 
there is no class that strive harder to know and perform their duty 
than do our teachers, always remember that teachers are but human 
and laboring for you and yours uncomplainingly under many difficulties 
Always assist them to accomplish the most they can in the short time 
for which they serve you, and in no way can you assist more than to 
secure the regular attendance of pupils. Of the 190 pupils registered 
the average attendance has been about 120, which considering the fact 
that no contagious or epidemic disease has been prevalent is far too 
small. There is but one reasonable excuse for continued non attendance 
and that is sickness. As far as our observation extends itis not an un- 
common thing for pupils to dislike the confinement of the school room 
and be ready and anxious for any labor or excuse which may keep him 
from school. Not only is the pupil who is irregular in his attendance 
injured there-by but every class of which he is a member is retarded. 

The amount of Literary Fund which we receive is proportioned ac- 
cording to the number of pupils reported as actually attending and for 
the past year was about $2.15 per pupil. Theattendance of pupils rests 
with parents chiefly, and we hope the coming year may show an in- 
creased average attendance.

Mr. Brown who served during the entire school year in the higher 
department, with a general supervision of the lower branch, proved to 
be well adapted to the requirements of the school, and his labors were 
expended with correspondent efficiency. His method of instruction 
was Clear, concise, and thorough,— the very elements which enable the 
instructor to touch the minds of dull apprehension. In method of 
government he was not-severe, but firm and effective. 


Miss. Brackett has a special gift of interesting young pupils, and her 
department was well filled with them. The three terms, aggregating . 
‘twenty-six weeks, were taught by her and at the close of the year the 
school would give recitations in oral lessons that were pleasing to hear. 
They, also, had acquired a large fund of knowledge from the chartin use. 


At the first meeting of the district held in March, 1893, the sum of 
tive hundred dollars was raised with which to complete the school 
building. It, accordingly, was finished, but the money appropriated 
proved insufficient and the committee, realizing the urgent need of its 
completion, assumed the responsibility to lay out nearly one hundred 
dollars in excess of the appropriation. For this the district will, no 
doubt, reimburse them. 


The heating apparatus of the building is not yet in proper condition, 
and some other things require a small aay: These in due Season 
will receive proper attention. 


A more important consideration is the lack of funds for a sufficient 
amount of schooling. Not less than three terms of twelve weeks each 
should be kept in each department, now, that so much has been secured 
toward the end sought let it be hoped that the full fruition may be 
reached.
